that end paſſed, may appeere more fully. I #m alſo well aflured, that the 
Parliament of England, wov!d never aſſent to fuch 4 Peace (ſuch az is that your 
Lordſvips with the Rebells wherin 1s little or no Proviſion made either for the 
ProteFtants or the Proteflans Religion, nor can I underſtand how'the Prote- 
ftant Religion ſhould be ſettled and Reflored to it's purity by an A» my of Pa- 
pits, or the ProteHtants intreſts em1intained by thoſe very Enemies by whc m 
they have been ſpoiled, and cheirs (laughtered, and very evident it is, that both 
the Proteitents and Proteſtant Religion are in that your Leroſhips treaty, Ictt 
As _ Power of the Rebells to be by them born downe and rooted out at 
Pic:fure.

It is what yowr Lorafsip might have vbſerved in yeurfotmer Treaty witlr 
the Rebells, that vpon your ' Lordſbips therevpcn withdrawing and ſendipg 
herce into England, the molt confiderable part of the Engl Army, 
then commanded by you, thereby wa$theremaineing Brittifh party, not m_ 
after, overpowered, and yowr quarters by the 1riſh over runae to the gates 0 
Dublin, your ſelfe 1l{o reduced that low condition as to be beſeiged in this 
very City (the Metropolis nnd Principal Citadell of the Kingdome ) andby 
thoſe very Rebells who till then , never coulg ſtand before you.
